Fascisti Supporters 


Oct. 30.—Benito Mussolini has formed a ministry for’ 


Italy, with himself as premier and minister of the interior and of 
foreign affairs, according to Rome advices this evening. General 
Dias is minister of war and Vice-Admiral Di Rival, minister of 
marine. The cabinet, as its make-up is indicated in the advices, com- 
prises seven Fascisti, five Nationalists, one Democrat and one repre- 
sentative of the popular party. 

Rome, Oct. 30.—Benito Mussolini, leader of the Fascisti, called by 
King Victor Emmanuel to form a cabinet, arrived in Rome this morn- 
ing. Crowds which thronged the neighborhood of the railway ter- 
minal gave him an enthusiastic welcome, 

Mussolini left immediately for the Quirinal, where he was given 
audience by the king. The capital was gaily decorated with flags 
today, but calm was being maintained. 

It is believed the new ministry will be constituted in the course 


of the day. 
When the Fascisti leader arrived at Civitavechia before taking 


a train for Rome thousands of Fascisti and citizens welcomed him. In| 


the course of a short address Mussolini exhorted the crowds to remain 
calm and patriotic airs were sung.

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What Is the ‘‘Progressive’’

Twenty-two cents a bushel lake 
and rail, Fort William to Mont- 
real, one thousand miles. Sixteen 
cents 8 bushel Edmonton to Fort 
William, all rail, 1,200 miles. And 
the Fort William-Montreal route 
is congested while the Edmonton- 
Fort William route is meeting all 
demands. ‘That reduction in the 
Crow’s Nest rate jdoes not seem ‘to 
have saved the problem of «gop 
transportation. of ‘wheat for tho 
Canadian farmer.. The farmer is 
losing more on {the transport of his 
wheat from Fort William to Mon- 
treal than the hoped !to make by 
the reduction in freight rates and 
establishment of the wheat board, 
combined. And the Hon. T. A. 
Crerar for President H. ‘W. Wood 
have not a word to say about it. 
Clogged Channels 

Hitherto ft has ‘been supposed 
that the difficulty of getting the 
western crop out of the country 
before winter was only the diffi- 
culty of getting jit to the head of 
the lakes before frost pute an end 
to navigation on the great inland 
seas, That supposition was based 
upon experience, and seemed to be 
in line with reason. The terminals 
at the lake ports have been porm- 
ally able in past seasons to get rid 
of the grain as fast as they receiv- 
ed it. When the movement fhas 
been slow, and when blockades 
have occurred, that has been be- 
cause western railways were too 
few in number or too poorly sup- 
plied with rolling stock {to carry 
the grain. For practical purposes 
Fort William and Port Arthur 
have been ‘ocean ports, so (far as 
the grgin traffic was concerned, 
and il winter set in. /What 
graipreached them was forwarded 
wit} little or no \delay across 
t lakes,‘ and thence by rail- 
yeay or canal to the Canadian and 
‘United States ports on the At- 
lantic, where ‘ocean ‘‘bottoms’’ 
were |waiting to convey it to Eng- 
land. Past delays in shipment 
have been on this side at the lake 
ports. Beyond that point it was 
'‘elear sailing’’ for the grain trade. 
As there jis no limit to the number 
of steamers which ean ply on the 
lakes it thas ‘been the general 
and reasonable assumption’ that 
the only problem in marketing the 
western crop via. the eastern route 
was ‘that of ‘increasing frailway 
lines and railway equipment in the 
west in proportion ito the increase 
in tonnage to be got to the lakes. 
That there would ever be a tie-up 
beyond jthe lake terminals was 
hardly to be supposed. 

But according to all reports 
there is a tie-up on and beyond the 
lakes at the present time. Fortwo 
weeks complaints have been made 
that vessels could mot be got to 
take the grain away from Fort 
William jand Port Arthur as fast 
as it came into the terminals there. 
The elevators have been crammed 
to tthe roof, and ‘wheat has been 
and is now going forward to Mont- 
real ‘by Jrail and jat the higher cost 
of rail shipment. Already boats 
have been chartered at more than 
twice the usual rates to store grain 
through the jwinter. At Buffalo 
ten days ago twenty million bush- 
els ‘were waiting ‘barges on the 
Erie canal, while the freightage 
eharges on that /waterway had 
risen to five times the usual figure 
All this, weeks before the lakes 
are due to freeze, and svhen the 
whole grain movement should 
have been proceeding smoothly 
according to precedent aud logic. 

The fact seems to be that west- 
ern production has overtaken the 
capacity of the eastern route, and 
thei the west now produces and 
delivers jin a good year more grain 
than ean be handled from the head 
of the lakes eastward. That des- 
pite the fact that nearly two out 


of every three bushels shipped 
from Western Canada to England 


take ship at United (States ports. 

So far as the eastern all-Canadian 

route is concerned it is hopelessly 

| inadequate. If 'the pwestern grain 
traffic were ‘‘retained in Cana- 
dian channels’’ and shipped east- 
ward one crop could not de got 
out of the elevators before the 
grain from the mext one was com- 
ing into them. Even with the! 
United States railways and canals | 
handling more than half the grain | 
that goes to Fort William and | 
Port Arthur, a vast quantity of | 
the crop of the present year will 

| lie in storage throughout the win- 
ter, and railways and lake boats 
will be busy until toward next 
mid-summer trying to get the last 
of it through the ‘various stages of 
its broken journey to the-sea. 

All pwhich means that grain 
is being bought and paid for 
in the west under discount due to 
uncertainty of delivery, and has to 
be. What the farmer gets jis re- 
duced by a margin calculated to 

| meet the loss on (the grain ‘that 
has to be stored throughout the 
winter or shipped forward by rail | 
to the Atlantic. It is surely time, 

in view of that situation, that the 
western farmer, and western peo- | 
ple generally, ‘began to take a more 

lively interest in the jproposal to 

send part of our crop to the world 

market by way of the Pacific. 

That is thejone alternative to hav- 

ing anything up to half the ‘west- 

ern crop left in the country every 

year when the lakes freeze, even 

though more than half of ‘what is 

taken out goes fvia. United States 

channels and helps to build up the 

shipping and commercial interests 

of that country. The eastern 

route cannot thandle the western 

crop. It cannot handle efficiently 

even that part of the crop that the 

railways are jcapable of delivering 

to jthe head of the lakes before 

navigation closes. It is time to 

bring the ‘western route also into 

service.

The Norman Oil Wells and the Midnight Sun—Three 
Transportation Companies-Cater For the Trade 


The Athabasca-Mackensie river route to the Arctic is closed for 
the season. The steamers and gas boats have been pulled out on 
the river banks, and the crews have come ‘‘outside’’ for the winter, 
The season of 1922 was the first to fully realize the dream of the 
northland pioneers. Steamers have plied- on the northern waters 
since 1882, and it is over five years gince the rails of the Waterways 
tailway reached the bank of the Clearwater valley. But not until 
the season of 1922 could ipassengera leave Edmonton and depend on

The actual travel distance between Edmonton and Aklavik, the 
farthest point touched by the river steamers, ie 1986 miles, 300 by 
rail to the end of steel at Waterways and 1,686 from Waterways to 
Aklevik.

Athabasca Section—300 Miles. 

The navigation northward from the end of ateel is divided into 
two sections by the Fitegerald-Smith portage. Waterways at the end 
of steel, is on the Clearwater, an eastern tributary of the Athabasca, 
and abont ten miles up atream from the junction at McMurray. From 
McMurray the Athabasca flowes almost due north until it enters 
Lake Athabasca near its westerly end. Chipewyan jis on the north 
side of Lake Athabasca where the river leaves the lake. As the ice 
does not melt in the jake as early ae in the rivers it delays tha 

g of this stretch of navigation. That is, the Athabasca river is 
navigable from Waterways to Lake Athabasca some weeks befora 
the lake can be crossed. Tho distance from Waterways to Chipewyan 
in 200 miles. The lake is about 15 miles across from the entry of tho 
river to Chipewyan. From Chipewyan to Fitzgerald is @0 miles. 

The Peace river enters the Athabasca (from the west about 30 
miles north of Chipewyan. The Peace is navigable up stream from 
ita junction with the Athabasca to the Chutes below Vermillion, about 
200 miles. From the outlet of Lake Athabasca to the junction of the 
Peace, what is properly the Athabasca is locally known aa Rocky 
river. From the mouth of the Peace northward the united stream is 
sometimes called the Peace and sometimes the Slave river to Fitz. 
gerald. From Waterways to Fitzgerald the river distance is 290 miles. 

The Portage—16 Miles. 

The Fitzgerald-Smith portage is rendered necessary by a suc- 
eeasion of rapids on the Slave river. The portage is 16 miles ip 
length. There is a graded road across it on which teams, tractora 
and motors are used. Fitzgerald is in Alberta; Smith, at the north 
end of the portage, is beyond the \Alberta line and therefore is in the 


North-West Territories. 
The (Mackenzie Section—1380 Miles. 

From Fitzgerald to Great Slave lake the river is known as the 
**Slave'’ or ‘‘Great Slave.’’ Resolution on Great Slave lake, near the 
delta of the Slave river is 200 miles from Smith, Great Slavo lake is 
490 miles in length from west to east. Its outlet, the Mackenzie river, 
is at its westerly end. Hay harbor is on its southerly shore, 70 miles 
west of Resolution. The outlet of the lake is some 40 miles west of 
Hay harbor. While the main body of water in Slave lake lies between 
the delta of the Slave and the outlet to the Mackenzie there is @ north 
arm 200 miles long to Fort Rae and an east arm of cver greater 
length. While the ice in that part of the lake between the Slave 
river end the Mackenzie tends to open fairly ly, the ive in the 
easterly and northerly arms melts very much later. and when it 
breaks up is drawn by the current towards the western part of the 
lake, keeping it blocked by ice until after the middle of June. This 
late ice in Slave lake is what shortens the season of navigation on 
the Mackenzie, not the actual condition of the climate or the state 
“ the rivers, for both the Slave and the Mackenzie always open in 

ay. 

From Hay harbor to Providence on the Mackenzie is about 65 
miles, and from Providence to Simpson 155 miles. The Liard river 
euters the Mackenzie from the West at Simpson. Jt is larger than 
the Peace, rises within 200 miles of/the Pacific, and with its tribu- 
to Ft. Nelson, 300 
miles from Simpson. From Simpson to Norman at the mouth of Bear 
river, the outlet of Great Bear lake, is 300 miles. The discovery well 
of the Imperial Oi] Company is 50 miles beyond Norman. Good Hope, 
eight miles south of the Arctic Circle is 180 miles beyond the oil well, 
Arctic Red River is 140 miles beyond Good Hope. McPherson on 
Peel river is 65 miles from Red River and Aklavik is 100 miles from 
MePhereon. It is in the delta of the Mackenzie, some 25 miles from 
the Arctic coast. It is a aonvenient point of trade for the Eskimos 
of the celta and of the Arctic coast, both east and west. Arctic Red 
River and McPherson are the most northerly trading posts frequent- 
ed by the Indians. Formerly the Eskimos of the delta and the coast 
came 100 miles up the Mackenzie to Red River and up the Peel to 
McPherson to trade. But the whalers at Herschel island on the ocean 
coast were more easily reached by the Eskimos. fo the post at Akla- 
vik was established, as being convenient both for the traders operat- 
ing from the south by river steamers and for the Eskimos, The sev- 
eral arms of the delta arc too shallow to allow of an ocean vessel of 
any sonsiderable size coming up to jAklavik.
